Last Saturday at Los Nietoa passed 
away a very well known man in Los An- 
Angeles county. 
This was Thomas 
Phelan, who ba9 lived at Los Nietos for 
a generation. He was particularly well 
known in Democratic political circles, as 
there has not been a County Convention 
since Mr. Phelan came to Los Angeles 
that did not find its name in the list of 
delegates. 
Some few years ago Mr. Phelan took 
up a cattle range in the mountains above 
Newhall, and two winters ago he was up 
there looking after his interests in 
the 
mountains. 
He set out 
from 
home in a driving rainBtorm, and when 
ho got to the Castac creek he found the 
stream bank full, lie got fast in the 
quicksand and came near losing his life, 
as well as his team. 
When he reached 
the bank he was much exhausted, and it 
was dark. Afraid to proceed iu the face 
of so much difficulty, he encamped for 
the night. 
All night long the rain came 
down in torrents, and when next day he 
reached Newb&ll he was numb with the 
cold. 
He took a severe cold, from which 
he never recovered. 
He has suffered 
ever since with lung and throat trouble. 
He leaves a widow and eix children, 


which ii only half the measure of the 
burden laid upon her shoulders. 
Some 
time ago Mr. Phelan sent East for a 
brother, who cume out bringing four 
motherless children. 
These were taken 
into the hom e at L ob Nietos, while their 
father went up to render assistance on 
the cattle ranch. 
Here a dispute arose 
about the title to some laud, and about the 
cattle trespassing, and in a row over the 
affair Phelan, the brother of Thomas, was 
kiiled. T hus the widow has ten children 
to look after. 
The funeral will take place this morn­ 
ing from the Cathedral in this city. 
Yetterday Air. S. W. W hite, an old­ 
time friend of the family, now resident 
at Hurbank, went down to be of service 
in this hour of sore bereavement. The 
funeral to-day will be very largely at­ 
tended by the people of Los Nietos and 
of this county generally. 


POLICE CHANGES. 


T h e O ffic e r s W h o H a v e S e r v e d fo r 
a y e a r . 
During the last year the police roll has 
contained always fcighty names, and 
some time as high as 100. Of that num ­ 
ber there are but fifteen who have been 
on continuoualy, without removal, for 
the twelve months’ space of tim e. The 
lucky men who, in spite of the half a 
dozen revolutions that have taken place, 
have managed to eicape decapitation are 
as follows: MeKeag, Romana and Rich­ 
ardson, of the East Side, and W elsh, 
Jackson, 
Maguire, 
Leverigh, 
Rulo, 
Fletcher, Lahart, Lennox, Hains, Appel, 
Curran and W eatherman. Captain H ar­ 
ris has served continuously, either as 
Captain of Detectives or as Captain of 
Police, for more than a year, and should 
be included in the list. 
This makes a 
total of sixteen, or one-fifth of the sm all­ 
est number that the list has contained. 
That is te say tbat out of the present po­ 
lice list only one man in five has been 
let alone by the Police Commission, and 
allowed to do biB duty continuously, 
without removal, for the short epace of 
one year. 
No better evidence conld be shown than 
this of the amount of “ monkeying,” as 
Mr. Hazard calis it, that the police force 
has been compelled to submit to. It is 
generally adm itted that there is no 
oraooh of the municipal service in which 
experience is more absolutely essential 
than it is in police matters. It is very 
hard for a man to do good wcrk on any 
kind of a beat until he has served several 
months. Y et to only one man in five has 
the advantage of a year’s continued 
experience been allowed. 
Another list which might be entertain­ 
ing would be tb at of all the men who 
have served a day on the force in the 
course of the year. It would probably 
embrace two hundred n a m e B . 
During 
this period radical changes, involving 
about one-third of the entire list, have 
been made three times, and smaller 
changes four or five times. And the 
returns are not all in yet. 


T H E PLAZA. 


T h e P r o p o s it io n to P l a c e th e E x p o ­ 
s i t i o n IBHttdlMK T ít e r e . 
The proposition to have tho Exposition 
building placed on the Plaza is being 
worked up by several citizens and it 
seems to meet with considerable favor. 
A few days ago a party of Conncilmen 
when passing by the Plaza said that they 
wore of the opinion that it would be a 
good thing for that part of the city to put 
the Exposition building there. It would 
help to drive the Chinese away from that 
E 
art of the city and would encourage the 
uilding of several good business blocks 
in that vicinity. 
One of the Councilman 
remarked that the Plaza as now arranged 
was of no use to anybody and was looked 
at by Chinamen only. It is kept closed 
from the public and is of no benefit to 
them. 
He thought with the others 
that the best thing that could be done 
with the Plaza would be to have the Ex­ 
position building placed there. 
Those who are working on the scheme 
say that it is a particularly desirabls 
spot from the fact that it is central, and 
easily reached from any part of the city 
by the car lines. If it were placed there 
the East Los Angeles people would be 
satisfied, and so wculd be the Boyle 
Heights people. 
No very active steps 
will be taken probably until the money 
has been subscribed for the building. 
Then the m atter will probably come up 
in the shape cf the question as to whether 
the Plaza can be used for this purpose. 
A suggestion has been made that if the 
Plaza is part of the public property un­ 
der the direction of the Park Commis­ 
sioners, the bnilding could be erected by 
the orders of that body.

A BIG LAND SALE. 


P a r i o f C sT ln s 
S o ld 
C n d e r 
I k e 
S h e r iff's R a m m e r . 
Last Saturday that genial knight of the 
hammer, Ben Ü. Rhoades, made a not­ 
able sale of real estate, in front of the 
Sheriff’s office, in the old Courthooee. 
The land pat np at forced sale is what if 
known as the Phillips Tract, at Covina. 
I t embraces over 400 acres of land, being 
all the unsold portion of the town Of Co­ 
vina, and farm lots adjoining. 
The sale 
was made to satisfy a mortgage for abont 
$35,000, given to the Mutual Pacific In- 
euiance Company, of 8an Francisco, J. 
W. Houghton being the trustee who held 
the lien on the property for the security 
of the crm pany. 
He bid in nearly au 
the property offered for sale, as is usu­ 
ally the case in such ealos. 
The price 
per acre was only about $75, not by any 
means half the value of the property 
when all the facts are considered. 
In one respect this sale is of course an 
outcome of what is called the “ busted 
boom.” That is, the sale was made 
because of the slow and dull condition of 
the real estate market. 
Had the rushing 
sales of two years ago been continued, 
Mr. Phillips would have come out a big 
winner. That is all true enough. 
Yet 
this sale, disastrous as it is, is in no re­ 
spect to be looked upon as a reflection on 
the intrinsic value of the property con­ 
cerned. A brief history of the affair 
will show that this is the correct view to 
take. 
J . 
S. 
Phillips, 
whose interest in 
tho 
land 
was 
gold 
to 
satisfy 
the mortgage, came to 
this 
county 
from 
Northern 
California 
about 
1882. 
He did not have a large capital to 
back him, but he is a man of prodigious 
energy. 
He plunged in very deep in 
speculation on the Puente ranch, where 
he bought a large tract of fine land. H e 
built a ditch from the mouth of the San 
Gabriel cañón, several miles long, and all 
cemented. He constructed a great reser­ 
voir and piped the water from this to a 
townsite which he named Cc/Vina, and to 
his lands. The sale of lots and of farm 
tracts was rapid, and soon Covina became 
quite a town. It is a very promising 
community today, with a large area ox 
fine bearing orchards all around it. 
About 1885 
he 
sold a 
large slice 
of 
his 
lands 
to 
some 
one 
who 
pretended to represent large capital in 
Chicago, and had that saie been fully 
consummated, Mr. Phillips would be a 
rich man today. 
But it fell through 
after much delay, and that crippled him . 
Then he got into a long and vexatious 
dispute with other interests about tho 
water he took out of the San Gabriel, 
which cost him a great deal of money 
and delayed the sale of his lands. 
In the meantime, Mr. Phillips had 
other irons in the tire. 
Ho had baon a 
miner, and had big interests iu holes in 
the ground up North, in some of the 
mountaiu oontiea. 
These were of the 
nature of the horseleech’s daughters, 
and kept up a leud and prolouged cry, 
the burden 
of 
which was, 
“ Give! 
Give!” 
To get money for his mines 
Mr. Phillips is reported to have gold a 
great deal of land at reasonable prices, 
getting very little down. In some oases, 
it is said he got not a dollar cash. 
He 
gave contracts and then hypothecated the 
paper to get money for hia 
mining 
schemes. This prevented 
him 
from 
paying up on his lands, and at the same 
time tied him up in a very bad way, pre­ 
venting him from turning around in the 
preeent slow state of the market, and 
thus all he had went by the beard. 
Mr. Phillips deserved a better fate; he 
is a man of great energy, and had m at­ 
ters gone 
smoothly 
with 
him 
he 
would at once have developed in a 
very 
marked 
manner 
a delightful 
bit of this section, and made himself a 
very rich man. The moral of it all is 
that he segregated from the original 
mass a more extended portion than he 
was able to masticate. 
He is not alone 
in this matter, but has companions in 
misery. 
But the comfort derivable from 
this fuel is rather cold in its nature.

EDUCATIONAL 
HEADQUARTERS. 
A P r o p o s itio n to l l a v e T h e m In th e 
N e w C ity H a ll . 
. 
The Building Committee of the City 
Council will recommend, today, that the 
Board of Education be given rooms in 
the new City Hall. 
The Board of Edu­ 
cation aeked some time since that when 
the rooms in the new City Hall be set 
aside, it be given one or two. 
It was 
then supposed that there would not be 
enough rooms to go around. Since then 
the Building Committee has apportioned 
the rooms and has found that there will 
be a couple of rooms to spare for the 
Board of Education. 
There has been 
some opposition to giving the Board 
rooms in the City Flail, for what reason 
no one seems to know. _ The general 
opinion is, however, that it íb as neces­ 
sary to have the office of the Board of 
Education where the rest of the city of­ 
fices are, as it is to have the Council in 
the same building. 
As nearly as possi­ 
ble, the offices for all the city officers 
should be in one building. Such is the 
case in almost every city that has a city 
hall, and the recommendation of the 
Building Committee will probably be 
adopted today.

A S ig n i f i c a n t C h a n g e o f F r o n t. 
As late as the opening years of the cur­ 
rent decade all men resident in this sec­ 
tion have heard it said that an inch of 
water was worth more than ten acres of 
land; that a wise man would do well to 
buy one acre of land and ten acres of 
w ater; that nothing would grow herea­ 
bouts without a plentiful supply of water 
for irrigation. In those days corn, pota­ 
toes and other kindred crops weic not 
planted excepting on damp land or where 
they might be irrigated. Since then more 
are growing Bplendid crops of corn, po­ 
tatoes, and other crops falling under the 
same classification, which show how far 
out of the way the old idea was. These 
crops were planted after the last ram of 
the season fell, and yet, without irriga­ 
tion. they are looking as well as could 
be 
Some of these crops are planted on 
mesa lands, where it is fifty or sixty feet 
to water. Yet the corn and potatoes are 
well advanced, and the plants in as ro­ 
bust condition, as any ever seen on 
damp or on irrigated lands. All that is 
necessary is to cultivate the ground thor­ 
oughly. It should be well plowed about 
the time the last rain falls, and it 
should be kept loose on top and free 
from weeds afterwards. When the seed 
is put in the ground, there should be a 
good stratum of perfectly loose soil on 
top. Rolling this is a good thing, and 
when the weeds begin to grow cultivate 
thoroughly. The old style of eradicating 
the weeds aftar they are a foot high will 
not do. By that time weeds have done 
all the harm they are capable of. They 
have tapped the ground of all the mois­ 
ture there is in the ground. 
E arlj «rapes. 
Saturday night G. W. Durbrose, of 
Saltón, passed through the city en route 
to San Francisco.

This point, heretofore looked upon ss 
absolutely a worthless waste, is now con- 
nidered one of the best fruit sections in 
the State, with this great advantage, 
that all fruits ripen fully a month earlier 
than at any other spot in the Lnion.

Large, soft silk ties, the color of the 
cown, are being worn now that boas are 
d ¿carded. 
Blouse waists of washing silks to com­ 
plete summer gowns must be nnlined if 
ever they are to be laundered salhfac 
torily. 
Broad black sashes of heavy ribbon 
are very stylish with the pale yellow, 
deep buff, green, or blue plaided ging­ 
hams. 
A novel hat for a hoy is a thick white 
silk Tam O’Shanter. turned back on one 
side to allow a puckering of soft silk to 
appear. 
The new cream fancy nets make up 
into beautiful uummer hats and bonnets 
for children ; they are lined with white 
or cream silk. 
Moliere shoes to wear with tea gowns 
are of black velvet with French kid 
vamps, Spanish arched insteps, and 
large, glittering buckles of silver. 
New princess dresses for home wear 
have graceful jacket fronts, and the long 
lines of the back broken at the waist by 
full bows of rosettes of rich, soft ribbon. 
Flower festoons in gay pampadour 
colors are down the centers of some of 
the very wide aBhes, or arranged care­ 
lessly in groups over their creamy sur­ 
faces. 
Many skirts are made of grenadine, or 
light plain woolen material over silk of 
the same color; also foulards with light 
or black grounds, with large colored pat­ 
terns. 
Plaited waists, with girdle matching in 
hue, the whole of any of the solt, tender 
blue, vieux rose, or cream silks to be 
had, are very stylish for wear with skirts 
of black net or lace. 
The black grenadines that have gaily 
colored scrolls or floral devices decorat­ 
ing their surfaces will be properly intro­ 
duced as panels, underskirts, cuffs, or 
vests of black eilk costumes. 
The Maufrigneuse hat is a bell shape. 
It casts a pleasant shade over the face, 
and it is adapted to the large floating 
veils that are now in favor. These veils 
arc made of embroidered net and gauze, 
spotted tulle having gone out of favor. 
“ Razzle-dazzle” is the name given to 
the latest caprice in the way of a scarf- 
pin that tha gilded youth will wear this 
summer. This design is a big, glittering 
rhinestone, with a golden-spoked wheel 
moved by watch-works that will run for 
five hours, whirling rapidly around it. 
Slippers of undrested kid in shades of 
tan and gray, in gracefully arched shapes 
and medium high heels, are styliBh and 
dressy accompaniments to a demi-dress 
toilet; however, they have not super­ 
seded the bronzs or black kid sandals in 
popularity. 
The broad-brimmed, low-crowned bats 
worn by children and very young girls 
arc generally ornamented by a single 
bow set far back on one side. The long 
loops are stretched over the crown to 
cover it as muchas possible. This trim­ 
ming is deservedly called the “ wind-mill 
bow.” 
The acme of elegance is readied in a 
tea-gown of Roman red satin figured 
with large black flowers, enriched by 
wide stripes of black velvet. A full 
blouse and underskirt of black chantillv 
lace appear at the opening in front, the 
vivid red of plain satin gleaming through 
the meshuB. 
The “ Empire” underlinen is new and 
pretty. A fall front of lace insertion, 
gathered in at the neck, íb allowed to 
fall in natural folds, and is drawn in 
again just above the waist by a narrow 
pink ribbon run in and out of exquisitely 
fine buttonholes. A high bodice with no 
sleeves, the armholes being edged with 
lace, has a rquare of lace insertion. 
It is the style now to place floral gar­ 
nitures directly on the foundation Bkirt 
of silk, the straight tulle drapery veiling 
the flowers and leaves. The‘effect of 
tbi-i method is singularly dainty and 
artistic. One beautiful danciDg gown 
has its bodice of silk and pale green 
crepe garlanded with pink roeeB, over 
which is a single layer of golden brown 
tulle. Another has a succession of skirts 
in ballet style with queen roses beneath 
the outer layer. The color is pale pink, 
the bodice being of velvet darker in tone 
and garlanded with snowy roses and 
green and bronze foliage.

T h e S c e n e o f a G r e a t D U a s t r r 
t e o r o l o g l c a i P h e n o m e n a . 
T he 
wires have been burdened for 
som e days past by details of th e great 
calam ity which h as happened a t Jo h n s­ 
tow n, Pennsylvania. 
T his tow n lies at 
th e first sh aip acclivity of th e Allegheny 
m ountains, east of P ittsburg, on the line 
of th e Pennsylvania C entral Railway. 
B etw een it an d P ittsburg lies th e largest 
■ingle body of bitum inous coal in the 
w orld. 
In addition, trem endous deposits 
of iron lie alongside of th e fuel, which, 
u n til natural gas was discovered, trans­ 
m u ted th e iron ores into various sources 
o f w ealth. 
The traveler w ho leaves 
P ittsb u rg in th e night tim e, an d ascends 
th e m ountains w hich intervene between 
th e "Sm oky C ity” and A ltoona, surveys 
■ scene w hich is probably n ot paralleled 
o n th e earth. 
F irst come th e splendors 
o f nalu ral gas, which h as been utilized 
fo r th e m anufactm ccf iron an d steel,and 
w h ich flam es cut on all sides till the 
su m m it of th e m ountain is reached. Next 
one strikes an interm inable series of 
coke-ovens, w hich im p art a w eird and 
b rillian t aspect to th e landscape. Parton 
described Pittsburg itself as “ hell with 
th e lid cff;” and, IcokiD g from her cen­ 
tral hills into th e m ouths of h er thou­ 
sands cf furnaces, the word picture is 
n o t overstrained. 
P its th at look like the 
very m outh of hell line th e ascent and 
sides of th e m ountains eastw ard until 
Johnstow n an d beyond are attained. 
T his tow n probably contains from 25,- 
COO to 30,000 in h ab itan ts, a n d the Cone- 
m augb river tu n s through it. 
As onr 
recollection serves us, it is about eighty- 
four m iles from P ittsburg, is traversed 
b y th e C cnem angh river, and is the 
center of a trem endous iron and steel 
m ancfacture. 
T he C onem augh river is 
m uch such another stream as th^ Loe 
A ngeles wonld be if the full volum e of 
its w aters were not draw n off into the 
zanjas and 
irto th e 
m ains 
of the 
C ity 
W ater 
C om pany. 
Its 
banks 
show no such evidences cf flocdB as those 
w hich characterize th e A rroyo Seco, 
trib u tary of th e Lcs Angeles river, 
really m arks th e debatable line between 
a creek and a river, w hich is so frequent 
in th e F ast. 
T he cnly solution of the 
overw helm ing desolation w iought by 
is, therefore, to be sought in a w ater­ 
spout, and in the consequent dem olition 
of a great reservoir. 
T h at tn e water- 
8pout had spread to th e dimeneionB of 
deluge is shew n by th e universality of 
th e dow npour, w hich reached as far east 
in Pennsylvania as Bedford, which em 
braced Altoona, a t th e eastern sum m it of 
th e A lleghenies, and w hose full fury was 
chronicled all through M aryland, and 
along the w hole line cf th e Baltimore 
an d Ohio R ailroad, in both M aryland 
a n d W est V irginia. 
T h e nam e of Johnstow n is of itself of 
u n h ap p y m em ory. 
D uring th e fam ous 
“ sw ing around the circle” of Andrew 
J c b n sc n , shortly 
after 
th e 
war, 
w ill 
be 
rem em bered 
th a t 
a great 
crow d assem bled to m eet him there, 
th a t they took up th eir position on 
bridge, w hich fell, killing m ore than 
h u n d red people, and seriously injuring 
S ecretary Seward. 
I t was on th e site of th a t identical 
catastrophe, w hich sacrificed so m any 
lives nearly tw enty-five y ears ago, th at 
w as w itnessed 
th e fearful 
holocaust, 
a m id st surging w aters, in w hich b u n 
d red s of hu m an beings w ere done to 
d eath by th e fire-fiend. 
I t w as a case of 
“ w ater, w ater ev ery w h ere;” 
and, in­ 
stead of th e m arin er’s p lain t of “ n ot a 
drop to d rin k ,” there w as abundant 
w ater, w ith no possibility of quenching 
th e flam es. 
In th e debris, jam m ed np 
b y th e flood against this bridge, mom 
en tly m ounting higher and higher, was 
en acted the m ost tragic scene in hum an 
an n als. 
T he plight of T antalus was 
n o th in g to it. 
H e sim ply languished 
fo r w a'.erto quench his th irst. 
Ih ese 
m ost 
m iserable 
victim s 
eaw 
the 
ru sh in g floods pasB by 
w hich m ight 
h a v e put out th e fires by w hich, inch by 
in ch , and in inexpressible agony, the 
v ita l spark w hich anim ated them was 
resolved in to its ow n elem ents. T he 
terro rs of th e Black H ole of C alcutta pale 
in th e com parison. T he utm ost im agin­ 
ings of D ante’s Inferno were exceeded in 
th is single in cident, in w hich hundreds, 
of th e ten thousand souls th a t m et a 
M idden and unprovided 
d e ath , were 
■lowly, and w ith every accessory of 
h o rro r, burned alive. 
I n Johnstow n an honest, h a rd working 
people were visited w ith unh eard of 
calam ity . 
T he C am bria Iro n W orks 
w h ic h , w ith five thousand houses, was 
■w ept aw ay, was either th e first or the 
■econd 
largest establishm ent of 
the 
h in d in th e U nited States, th e Union 
l i t » W orks of th e 
M essrs. Jones & 


L angklin, a t P ittsburg, b eing the on ly 1 
com petitor. 
In b risk tim es its pay-roll 
em braced as h ig h as th ree thousand 
m en. 
T h ere 
were 
also 
m any 
w orks 
of 
m inor 
im portance. 
The 
whole 
population 
of 
th a t 
region 
w ere eith er w orkers in iron or delvers in 
th e coal m ines. 
The storm seem s to 
have ex tended w ith great violence down 
to th e b an k s of th e M onongahela, a n d to 
have expended itself with equal im petu­ 
osity in th e neighborhood of Altooua, 
w hich is on th e eastern spur of the Alle­ 
ghenies. 
In this view of tho m atter it is 
scarcely possible to hold th e constructors 
of the great dam responsible, as thei' 
m erely hu m an work was expoeed to the 
pow er of a great cataclysm of nature 
It is little m ore th an a y ear since the 
devastations of the great blizzard were 
recorded in the E ast. 
T hey, we believe, 
occurred in M arch. 
T he present dis­ 
aster so far overshadow s anything h ereto­ 
fore recorded th at it is futile to attem pt a 
com parison. 
A nd w here is th e end? I t is only of re­ 
cent years th a t these exceptional m eteor­ 
ological phenom ena have been recorded 
in the E ast. T hey m ay be eaid,practically, 
outside of seism ic disturbances of infre­ 
q uent occurrence, to have begun in 1872. 
In 1874, in th e city of A llegheny, the 
first really m em orable w aterspout was 
recorded. 
Som etim e in Jn ly of that 
year th ere was a cloudburst in th e hillB 
back of B utcher R un, w hich converge to 
a narrow point. 
It tore u p the sewers, 
lifted 
three-story brick buildings up 
bodily and jam m ed them dow n on other 
th ree-story brick buildings, dove-tailing 
th e edifices together. T he w riter w as out 
in th a t storm , w hich scarcely lasted fif­ 
teen m inutes. In com pany w ith a friend, 
h e took refuge under an arcade to which 
som e steps led up. 
P eon street, Pitts­ 
burg, w here th e arcade w as, was flooded 
to a d ep th of th ree feet in a moment. 
I t was only th e next m orning th a t be 
learn ed th a t th e lives of tw o or three 
hundred people had fallen a victim to the 
fury of th e elem ents.

A few days ago we urged th e bar of 
Los A ngeles to put forw srd a candidate 
to tck e Ibe place on tho Suprem e Bench 
cf Ju stice T em rle, resigLed. 
W e are 
co t inform ed w hether an y action to th at 
eEd I as been taken, b u t we understand 
th a t th e bar generally coincide w ith th e 
R i b a l d in its claim th a t this p a ito f th e 
State is entitled to th e place. 
T he great 
and peculiar interests cf Southern C ali­ 
fornia ought to have m ore th an one e x ­ 
pounder of th e law as applied to them in 
the co u it of last iesort. 
T he Suprem e 
Bench is composed of seven Justices. 
T he only representative our section now 
has in th a t august bedy is Justice W ork 
of San Diego. 
If we h a d th ree out of 
seven, we w ould have less th an our just 
quota, b u t we are certainly, in all reason, 
entitled to tw o.

Som e cf these gentlem en have 
had great experience w ith the problem a 
th at h ave arisen in connection w ith irri­ 
gation, an d have m ade the legal ques­ 
tions arising o u t of our peculiar agricul­ 
tural condition the subject of deep an d 
earn est study. 
In all controversies on 
th is especial subject th e ripe judgm ent 
and g reat experience of these jurists 
would be invaluable in th e conferences 
of th e Suprem e C ourt. 
Let th e B ar 
m eet, an d m ake such selection as its 
know ledge of th e gentlem en likely to be 
appointed would indicate. If th ey will 
do this, and do it prom ptly, we believe 
th e place of th a t very em inent jurist, 
Ju stice T em ple, will be filled by the ap ­ 
pointm ent not only of a fitting successor, 
but of a gentlem an w ho w ill be peculiarly 
qualified to treat in law th e exceptional 
in te re sts of this part of th e State.

and 
Congregationalism 
Santa 
Monica 
h a s 
all 
except 
the 
last m entioned denom ination. 
V en­ 
tura Das tw o new spapers, 
the Demo­ 
crat, an d ably conducted w eekly, an d the 
Free Press, issued daily by n o less a per­ 
sonage th an Daniel W ebster. 
V entura 
has good hotel accom m odations in the 
Anacapa and Santa C lara, and other 
small hotels, th e nameB of w hich I do 
not rem em ber. 
T here is a very fine ho­

ordered hotel.

num ber have already been buried. Four 
im m ense relief train s arrived last night 
and the survivors are being well cared 
for. 
A portion of the police force of 
P ittsburg a n d A llegheny are on du ty , 
and better o rd er is m aintained tb a n pre­ 
vailed yesterday. 
C om m unication has 
been restored betw een C am bria C ity and 
Johnstow n by a foot bridge. 
T h e work 
of repairing th e tracks betw een Bang 
Hollow and Johnstow n is going o n rap ­ 
idly, and tra in s will probably be ru n n in g 
by tom orrow m orning. 
N ot less th an 
15,000 strangers are here. 
TWO LITTLE GIRLS IMPRISONED. 
T he handsom e brick high school b uild­ 
ing is dam aged to such an ex ten t th a t it 
will have to be rebuilt. 
T he w aters a t­ 
tained to th e height of th e w indow sills 
of the second story. 
I ts upper stories 
form ed a refuge for m any persons. 
All 
Saturday afternoon, two little girls could 
be seen a t th e w indow s frantically call­ 
ing for aid. T hey had sp en t all th e n ig h t 
and day in th e building, cut off from all 
aid, w ithout food or drinking w ater. 
T heir condition w as lam entable.

H e says 
h e v a i in h is house w ith h is fam ily 
w hen the w aters struck. All w as carried 
aw ay. 
W alters’ fam ily d rifted on th e 
roof in an o th er direction. 
H e passed 
dow n several streets an d alleys un til he 
cam e to th e h all. 
H is dw elling stru ck

ONLY STRANGE FACES TO BE SEEN. 
A tour of th e wefct b ank of th e riv er, a 
distance of tw o mileB, leaves o n e ’s m ind 
confused. 
T here are n ot over tw o h u n ­ 
d red bodies to b s seen, but w hile th e 
m d sso f people w alked back a n d forth 
th ey were etrafagers. 
Not one person in 
ten th at one m et was a resident of this 
vicinity. 
I t L ad s to th e belief th a t h u n ­ 
d reds, perhaps thousands, are still buried 
in th e m ud and debris, burned in the 
aw ful furnace at th e stone bridge or 
lodged fu rth er down th an the search ers 
have yet gone. 
T hat m any are buried 
yet, is also indicated by a fresh find 
every few hours and th e u nm istakable 
odor th a t rises from th e acras on fire on 
on th e riv er bank. 
ROBB1NO THE DEAD. 
A b roads to the lands round about are 
opsned, tales of alm ost indescribable 
horror com e to light and deeds of th e 
vilest n atu re, perpetrated iu th e d a rk ­ 
ness of th e night are brought to light. 
J u s t as th e shadow s began to fall ui>on 
th e e a rth last eveoing, a party of th irteen 
H ungarians were noticed stealth ily pick­ 
ing th eir w ay along th e banka of th e 
C onem augh 
tow ards 
Bang 
H ollow . 
Suspecting th eir purpose, several farm ers 
arm ed them selves and started in pur­ 
suit. 
Boon th eir m ost horrible fears 
w ere realized. 
The H ungarians were 
o ut for plunder. 
Lying upon th e shore, 
th ey cam e upon the dead and m aD gled 
body of a w om an. 
Upon her person 
w ere a n u m b er of trinkets, jew elry and 
tw o diam ond rings. 
In their eagerness 
to secure th e plunder, the H ungarians 
got into a squabble, during w hich, one of 
th eir n u m b er severed the finger upon 
w hich w ere th e rings an d started to run 
w ith h is fearful prise. 
The revolting 
n atu re of th e deed so w rought upon th e 
pursuing farm ers, who by this tim e w ere 


close at band, th a t th ey gave im m ediate 
chase. 
Some H ungarians show ed fight, 
b u t being outnum bered, were com pelled 
to flee for their lives. 
Nine of the brutes 
escaped, b ut four w ere literally driven 
into the surging w ater aud to th eir death. 
T he inhum an m onster, w hose atrocious 
act lias been described, was am ong the 
num ber of involuntary suicides. 
SHORT 8IIRIFT TOR T1IR GHOUI.I 
A nother incident of even greater m o­ 
m ent h a s just been brought to notice. 
At 8 :3 0 o'clock th is m orning, an old 
railroader, who h ad walked from Bang 
Hollow, ¿tapped u p to a num ber of m en 
who were congregated on the platform of 
th e station at C nrranville, and ¿aid: 
“ G entlem en, h ad I had a shotgun with 
m e, half an hour ago, 1 woyld now be a 
m urderer, yet w ith no fear of ever h av ­ 
ing to suffer for m y crim e. 
Two m iles 
below h ere I w atched th ree m en going 
along th e banks stealing jewels from the 
bodies of the dead wives and daughters 
of m en who h ad been robbed of all they 
held d ear on e a rth .” 
H e h ad no sooner 
finished the last sentence, th an live 
burly m en wore on their w ay to the 
scene of plunder, one w ith a coil of rop9, 
and another w ith a revolver. 
In tw enty 
m inutes they h ad overtaken two of their 
victim s, who w ere then in th e act of 
cutting pieces from th e ears and fingers 
from th e h an d s of two dead wom en. 
W ith h is revolver lev elel at th e scoun­ 
drels, th e leader of th e posse shouted, 
“ THROW UP YOUR HANDS, 
Or I ’ll blow your heads off.” 
W ith 
blanched faces an d trem bling form s they 
obeyed the order, and begged for m ercy. 
They w ere searched, and as their pockets 
were em ptied of th eir ghastly finds, tho 
indignation of th e crowd intensified, and 
when th e bloody finger of an infant, en­ 
circled with two tiny gold rings, was 
found am ong th e plunder in the lead er’s 
pocket, the cry w ent up, “ L ynch them , 
lynch th e m !” 
W ithout a m om ent’s d e­ 
lay, ropes w ere throw n about th eir necks 
and they w ere dangling to the lim bs of 
trees, in the bran ch es of w hich, an hour 
beiore, were entangled th e bodies of a 
dead father an d son. 
After th e ex p ira­ 
tion of balf an h o u r th e ropes w ere cut, 
and th e bodies low ered and carried to a 
pile of rocks in th e forest, on th e hill 
above. 
SCENES IN THE CEMETERIES. 
J o h n s to w n , P a., Ju n e 2.—M en were 
at work in th e Low er Yoder C atholic 
C em etery and G rand View Protestant 
C em etery thiB afternoon digging trenches. 
The bodies th a t w ere exposed w hen th e 
w aters began falling are in a b ad con­ 
dition. 
Some h ave already been in 
terred. 
In th e haste an d excitem ent no definite 
arrangem ents Beern to have bean m ade 
for funeral services. 
The only suggest ion 
th at could be obtained at M orrell’s H all 
was th a t all th e bodies would be buried 
and general m em orial services h e ld after 
the present Buffering is alleviated. 
DESCRIPTION BY ONE WHO WAS THERE 
In a talk today, Conductor Bell, of the 
firet section of th e day express, which 
was laid up at C onem augh, on th e night 
of th e disaster, said : “ The firet an d sec­ 
ond sections stopped side by side at 
Conem augh on Friday af ernoon on ac­ 
count of th e w ashout at L illy’s. 
The 
second was n ex t to th e hill and th e first 
on th e outside. 
Suddenly I suw w hat 
looked like a wall of w ater. 
It was 
th irty feet high, an d we barely h a d tim e 
to notify the passengers, and th ey nearly 
all filed up th e hillside. 
One old m an, 
who, w ith h is son returned, for som e 
reason, w as drow ned. 
Two care w ent 
dow n in th e current. 
1 do n o t know 
how m any were drow ned. 
W e saw two 
on top of th e cars. 
The water set fire 
a lot of lim e,an d th e fire caught tw o P ull­ 
m an cars, w hich were destroyed, b ut no 
person was b u rned, all th e passengers 
having left th e train before th e cars 
caught. 
“ T here w ere about 100 persons on my 
section, w hich was m ade u p of day 
coaches. 
A fter th e ru sh was over, the 
passengers w ent back to th e cars and 
later were cared f jr by the people of 
C onem augh. A fterw ard they w ere taken 
to E bensburg. 
T hey expected to go east 
to A ltoona th is afternoon. 
T h e friends 
of th o se in th e Chicago lim ited need feel 
no an x iety , as it was not in th e flood 
a t a ll.” 
CARING FOR THE INJURED. 
A squad of b attery “ B ,” u n d er com 
m aud of J.ieutenant Brown, th e forerun­ 
ner of th e whole battery, arrived at the 
im provised 
telegraph 
office 
a t 6:30 
o ’clock. 
H e w ent at once to A djutant- 
G eneral H astings 
and 
arranged 
for 
proper protection. 
A nother dispensary, 
under I)rs. W akefield, of th e Cam bria 
M edical Society, Stew art, »of th e Alle­ 
gheny Society' 
and M illigan, of the 
W estm oreland Society, is doing good 
work. 
Dr. M illigan states th a t they 
treated 300 patients to-day. T hey are ut 
Napoleon street in K earnsville. 
No su r­ 
gical in strum ents could be procured in 
the city until 2 o ’clock this afternoon. 
Am ong these 300 patients th e doctors 
have m any w ith fractured skulls and 
nearly all h ave broken bones.

touching the ground. 
It bounded down 
the valley, crashing and roaring, carry­ 
ing everything before it. 
For a m ile its 
front seem ed lik e a solid w all, tw enty 
feet high. 
TnE CRY OF “ WOLF.” 
W arning was given to th e stricken city. 
It w as sent from South Fork village by 
F reig h t A gent D eehert. 
W hen th e great 
wall th a t held th e body of w ater began 
to crum ble at th e top, he sent a m essage 
begging th e people of Johnstow n for 
G od’s sake to take to the hills. 
H e re­ 
ports th at no serious accidents happened 
a t South Fork. 
R ichard Davis ran to 
Prospect hill w hen the water rose. 
As 
to D eehert’s m essage, he says th a t just 
such a m essage had been sent down at 
each flood since th e lake was m ade.

w arning so often repeated proved use­ 
less, a n d little attention was paid to it 
this tim e. 
THE INDESCRIBABLE RUSH. 
I cannot describe th e m ad ru sh ,” he 
said. 
“ A t first it lookei like d u st. T hat 
m ust have been spray. 
I could see th e 
houses going down before it like ch ild 's 
play blocks set on edge iu a row . 
As it 
cam e nearer, I could see houses to*ter for 
a m om ent, th en rise, an d the n e x t m o­ 
m ent be crashed like shells ag ain st each 
other. 
M rs. Jam es Davis, b a r two 
daughters an d son are now here to be 
found. 
A t W oodvale th ere w as a row of 
brick tenem ent houses 120 feet long and 
th ree stories hig h . 
I t stood broadside to 


th e current. 
A few of the ten an ts fled, 
but m any w ent to th eir attics to w atch 
th e flood. 
Today scarcely th e founda­ 
tion of th e row of brick houses can be 
found. 
Superintendent K irtland, of th e P en n ­ 
sylvania Railroad, arrived a t 6:30 w ith a 
carload of provisions from B lairsville. 
MORBID SIGHTSEERS. 
J o h n s to w n , 
Ju n e 
2.— A prom inent 
m em ber of th e Johnstow n Safety C om ­ 
m ittee ¿aid to a reporter th is ev en in g : 
“ For G od’s sake tell them at P ittsburg 
to stop th e rush of sightseers to th is 
stricken locality. 
T here is enough h ere 
to la tt for weeks, an d the m orbid c u ri­ 
osity of these people can ju st as well be 
gratified later as now . 
The crowds h ave 
greitly em barrassed us to-day. 
T he 
authorities m ust stop it.” 
. 
A djutant-G eneral H astings and M ejor 
Sanger have assum ed entire charge of 
Johnstow n and vicinity, and strict d is­ 
cipline w ill be enforced, from now on, 
H9 m uch as possible. 
General H astings’ 
headquarters are a t the Pennsylvania 
Railroad depot. 
A supply depot is 
established a t th is 
point, and m any 
needy people are being relieved. 
BURYING UNIDENTIFIED DEAD. 
T he bodies th a t are dug out lie in the 
station until coffins can be obtained, 
when th ey are buried unidentified on 
Prospect H ill. 
AN AWFUL AND TOUCHING SCENE. 
The scene a t St. C olum bia Catholic 
church w as aw ful. 
Forty or fifty l*odies 
had been carried into it and laiu on the 
m uddy seats. 
L ying in a row in this 
church were five children, from 2 to 6 
y e a n old. 
No one had identified th em 
this afternoon. 
T heir little curlB w ere 
m atted w ith m u d ; th eir nostrils were 
tilled w ith sand, and th eir eyes often 
com pletely covered. 
No one had come 
to w ash away th e d irt from th eir tiny 
faces, nor th e blood-stains from th eir 
awful cuts and bruises. 
W here are their 
pareutB ? 
UNCERTAIN FOOTING. 
C rossing th e bridge w hich spanned 
the chasm dug by th e w aters betw een 
the stone bridge and Johnstow n is an 
exciting task. I t is a narrow rope bridge, 
a slide, a series of frightful tosses from 
side to side, a ru n , and you have crossed. 
T he bridge pitches like a ship in a 
storm . 
W ithin tw o inches of your feet 
rush th e m uddy w aters of th e Cone­ 
m augh. 
DESOLATION AND DEATn. 
One h ad to cross the C onem augh at a 
second point in order to reach Johnstow n 
proper. 
This was accom plished by a 
skiff ferry, th e ferrym an clinging to a 
rope an d pulling the load over. 
After 
landing, one w alks across a desolate sea 
cf m ud, in w hich th ere are in terred th e 
rem ains cf m any hum an bodies. 
I t was 
once a handsom e portion of th e tow n. 
The cellars are filled up w ith m u d , so 
th at a person w ho has never seen th e 
city can hardly im agine th a t houses ever 
stood w here th e y did. 
Four 
streets 
solidly bu ilt u p w ith houses h ave been 
sw ept aw ay. 
N othing b u t a sm all two- 
Btory fram e house rem ains. 
T h e walk 
up to th e w recks of houses w as in ter­ 
rupted, in rnany places, by em ail bran ch 
stream s. 
THE STENCH OF DECAYING FLESH. 
Occasionally across th e flats could be 
seen th e rem ains of a victim . 
T he 
stench arising from the m ud is sickening 
to an ex trem e degree. 
A long th e ronte 
are strew n w ares from every conceivable 
kind of stores. 
T he work of getting th e bodies together 
for easy identification began th is after­ 
noon. 
THE FIELD OF THE DEAD. 
On Fairfield avenue is a large vacant 
lot. A t 5 o ’clock th is was alm ost entirely 
covered w ith coffins, while betw een them 
and stooping over them w ere w eeping 
m en and w om an. 
A lthough the nu m b er 
was sh o rt of 100 a t 5 o’clock, o th ers will 
come ÍD, and th ere ia no telling w h at th e 
total w ill be. 
On one rough box was a 
piece of paper w ith th e w ords, “ th ree 
ch ild ren .” 
T o-night they w ere lifted out 
and all th ree placed in one coffin. 
T he 
little bodies w ere alm ost naked, and 
their faces bruised and cut. 
A SCENE OF WRECKAGE. 
I t is im possible to describe the appear­ 
ance of the m ain street. 
W hole houses 
have been Bwept down th ere into one 
street and h ave become lodged. 
The 
wreck is piled as high as the second-story 
windows. 
T he reporter could step from 
th e w reck in to the auditorium of the 
opera house. 
T he rum s consists of parts 
of houses, trees, saw-logs and reels from 
the w ire factory. 
M any houses have 
their side w alls and roofs torn up, and 
you can walk directly into w hat h a d been 
the second-itory bedroom s, or go in by 
way of th e top. 
F u rth er up tow n a raft

bs given of the general appearance of th e 
wreck is to im agine a num ber of chil­ 
d ren ’s blocks placed closely together and 
then draw your hand through th em in 
alm ost every direction. 
A t th e com ­ 
m encem ent of th e w reckage, w hich is at 
the opening of th e valley, one can look 
up th e valley for m iles and not see a 
house. 
N othing stands b u t an old m ill. 
HOW IT LOOKED TO A BOY. 
C harles L uther is the n am e of th e boy 
who Btood on an adjacent elevation and 
saw th e whole flood. 
H e said he heard 
a grinding sound not so far u p th e valley, 
and, looking up, he could see a d a rk line 
m oving slow ly tow ards him . 
H e saw 
th at it was com posed of houeeB. H igh in 
the a ir would be toBeed a log or beam 
which fell back w ith a crash. 
Down th e 
valley it m oved 
and 
across 
L ittle 
M ountain C ity. F o r ten m inutes nothing 
but m oving houses was seen, an d then 
the w aters cam e with a roar an d rush. 
This lasted for tw o hours and th e n it be­ 
gan to flow m ore steadily. 
PILLAGING AND PLUNDERING. 
The pillaging of houses in Johnstow n 
is som ething aw ful to contem plate an d 
describe, 
i t m akes one feel alm ost 
asham ed to call him self a m an and 
know 
th a t m en who bear th e 
sam e 
nam e, 
have 
converted 
them selves 
into hum an vultures, preying on th e 
dead. M en are carrying snotguns and 
revolvers, and woe betide a stran g er 
who looks even 
suspicously 
a t an y 
article. 
Goods of great value w ere being 
sold in tow n to-day 
for a d rin k of 
w hisky. 
A supply store has been estab­ 
lished in th e F ourth W ard in Jo h n s­ 
tow n. 
A line of m en, wom en and chil­ 
dren, ex tending for a square, w aited 
patiently for th eir w ants to be supplied. 
THE MORGUE AND HOSPITAL, 
The school house has been converted 
into a m orgue, an d the dead are being 
buried from th is place. 
A hospital has 
been opened n e a r by, and it is full of 
patients. 
ESTABLISHING BAIL COMMUNICATION. 
T he Pennsylvania R ailroad is laying 
tracks from Johnstow n station to th e 
washout. 
A tem porary bridge is being 
bnilt, and, by to-morroyr evening, trains 
will be running into Johnstow n. 
Com­ 
m unication by rail has been established 
between P ittabnrg and the end of th e 
lo n e b r d je . 
A sista n t S uperintendent 
Damp is on th e ground, and is au th o rity 
for this news. 
H e Knows nothing of th e 
condition of th e track betw een Jo h n r- 
town an d A ltoona. In som e places, it ifl 
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said , th e track s were acooped out to a 
d epth of tw enty feet. 
The Pennsylvania 
Railroad loses thirty-five engines and 
m any cars. 
THE nURNINO WRECKAGE. 
The Baltimore and Ohio tracks are 
now open. The fire in the wreckage has 
spread steadily all day and the upper 
part of the drift is burning to-night. 
A 
tire engine is stationed on the river hank 
and others will he gotten here by the 
Baltimore and Ohio. 
The natural gas 
has been shut off, owing to the many 
leaks in Johnstown. 
T h e walls of many 
houses are falling. 
Their crash can bs 
heard across the river, where the news­ 
paper men are located. 
OBSEQUIES INTERRUPTED. 
A funeral wee being held at one of the 
Cath die Churches at the time of the 
flood. 
The congregation deserted the 
church and the body was burned with 
the building. 
LOAFERS MUST LEAVE. 
Tbs Citizens’ Committee has issued a 
proclamation th at all men who are able 
for work m ust report for work or leave 
the place. 
There is too much to do to 
support idlers, and the committee will 
not abuse the generous help that is being 
sent by doing so. 
LIKE TADMOR IN 
THE WILDERNESS. 
Johnstown is the most complete wreck 
that imagination can paint. 
Probibly 
1,500 bouses have been swept from the 
face of the earth, as completely as if 
they had never been erected. The main 
street, from end to end, is piled fifteen 
to twenty feet high with debris, and in 
Borne instances it is as high as the roofs 
of the houses. 
This great mass of 
wreckage fills the street from curb to 
curb, and frequently has crushed the 
frouts of the huildinga in and filled the 
space with the reminders of a terrible 
calamity. 
From the woolen mill, above 
the island,to the bridge,a distance proba­ 
bly of two miles, a strip of territory 
nearly half a mile in width has been 
swept clean, not a stick of timber, nor 
one brick on top of another, being left to 
tell the story. 
TRAVERSING THE DREARY SCENE 
All day long, men, women and chil­ 
dren were plodding about the desolate 
waite, trying in 
vain 
to locale the 
boundaries 
of their 
former 
homes. 
Nothing but a wide expanse of mud, 
ornameuted here and there with heaps 
of driftwood, rem ains, however, for their 
contemplation. 
RIVERS OF TEARS. 
Those, losses, how ever, are as nothing 
com pared to th e frightful sacrifices of 
precious lives to be seen on every hand. 
During all th is Sunday Johnstow n has 
been drenched w ith th e toara of the 
stricken m ortals, a n d th e a ir is filled 
w ith sobs an d sighs th at com e from 
breaking heat ts. 
T here are scenes en­ 
acted here every hour and every m inute 
th a t 8fleet all beholders very profoundly. 


A HEART BREAKING SCENE. 
An utterly w retc’:ed wom an nam ed 
M rs. Fenn stood by a m uddy pool of 
w ater trying t ) find som e trace of a once 
bappy hom e. 
She w as half-crazod w ith 
grief, and her eyes were red a n d swollen. 
As th e w riter stepped to b tr side she 
raised her haggard face and rem arked: 
“ T ney are all gone. 
O h, God be m erci­ 
ful to thorn ! M y husband an d my seven 
d ear little ch ild ren have been swept 
dow n w ith th e flood, and I have been 
ieft alone. 
W e were d riven by raging 
floods into a g arret, but th e w ater fol­ 
lowed 
us 
th ere. 
In ch 
by 
inch 
it 
kept 
rising 
until 
our 
heads 
were 
crash ed 
ag ain st 
th e 
roof. 
It 
w as death to rem ain, so I raised the 
w indow , and one by one placed m y dar­ 
lings on som e driltw ood, trusting to the 
great C reator. 
As I liberated th e lafct 
one, m y sw eet little boy, h e looked at 
m e and s a id : “ M am m a, you alw ays told 
m e th at th e Lord w ould care for me. 
W ill H e look after m e n o w ?” 
I saw 
him drift aw ay w ith h is lovely face 
turned tow ard m e, and, w ith a prayer on 
m y lips for h is deliverance, he passed 
from my sig h t forever. 
In a m om ent 
th e roof w as crushed in, an d I floated 
outside to be rescued fifteen hours later 
from th e roof of a house in K ernville. 
If I could only find one of m y darlings 1 
could bow to th e will of G od. 
B ut they 
are all gone. 
I have lost everything on 
e arth now b u t my life.” 
IDENTIFYING HER DEAD. 
A handsom e w om an w alked through 
th e depot w here a dozen or inoro bodies 
were aw aiting burial. 
Passing from one 
to another sh e finally lifted the paper 
covering from the face of a w om an, 
young, and w ith trace3 of boanty show ­ 
ing th e stain9 of the m uddy w ater. W ith 
a cry of anguish she reeled backw ard, to 
be caught b y a m an who chanced to be 
passing.

people who were not swept a w a y or dis­ 
abled are working earnestly for the re­ 
vival of the stricken city, but it will take 
months of work to come anywhere near 
repairing the fearful damage, while it is 
about certain that the list of the losers 
will never be made complete. 


A SURPLUS OF COFFINS. 
Ths supply of coffins sent in from 
Pittsburg and other points is so great that 
the relief committee telegraphed last 
evening not to send any more until 
ordered. 
Dozens of places have already cent 
gj nerous sums of money, and the people 
are encouraged to believe that all their 
more pressing wants will be provided for. 
It will require several days yet to ascer­ 
tain anything like a definite idea of the 
loss of life, but it will certainly reach up 
into the thousands. Every hour brings 
fresh evidence of the faotthatthedisasler 
eclipses anything of the kind in the his­ 
tory of the country, and no one can say 
what the final results will be. 


ATTEMPTED LYNCHING. 
A case of attem pted lynching was wit­ 
nessed this evening near Kernville. 
A 
man was observed stealing valuable 
articles from the houses. 
He was seizsd 
by the mob, a rope placed around his 
neck, and he was jnrked up into the air. 
The rope was tied to a tree, and his 
would-be lynchers left him . 
The by­ 
standers cut him down before he was 
dead. 
The other men did not interfere, 
a d he was allowed to go. 


A CORPSE-ROBBER SHOT. 
Ex-Mayor Chalmer Dick, of Johns­ 
town, shot a man in Johnstown, to-day, 
for robbing a dead woman’s body. The 
story related of Mr. Dick is that he saw 
a man k o to the dead body of a woman 
and take off seveial rings that she had 
on. 
H e pulled out his revolver and 
fired. 
The bullet struck the man. 
He 
fell forward aud bis body was washed 
away by the water. 


GENEROUS 
CON IR f BUTION8. 
This afternoon FMitor Swank, of the 
Johnstown Tribune, received a telegram 
from Senator Quay to draw on him at 
sight at the Bolivar Deposit Bank for 
$5000 to aid the afflicted. 
W. S. Brown, 
of the Pittsburg Americas Relief Corps, 
today notified Captain K ahn, city solici­ 
tor, that the Pittsbnrg Masons stand 
ready to furnish 
anything 
that 
wanted.

In a moment or so she had 
calmed herself sufficiently to take one 
more look at the features of her dead. 
She Btcod gazing at the unfortunate as if 
numbed. 
The dead woman was tbe 
sister of the mourner. 
The body was 
placed in a coffin a few minutes later 
and sent away to its narrow house. 
These incidents are but fair samples of 
scenes fam ilar to every turn in this 
stricken city. 
THE LOSS OF LIFE ESTIMATED. 
The loss of life is simply dreadful 
Most conservative people declare that 
the number will reach five thousand. The 
streets have been full of men, carrying 
the bodies to the various places, where 
they await 
identification, 
ever since 
morning, and the work bas only just be­ 
gun. 
Every hour or bo forces of men 
working on the various heaps of debris, 
find a num ber of bodies buried in the 
m ad and wreckage. 
THE BODIES IN THE BURNING PILE. 
It believed that when the flames are 
extinguished in the wreckage at the 
bridge, and the same is removed, hun­ 
dreds and hundreds of victims will be 
discovered. 
On the face of it this seems 
certain, as dozens of bodies have already 
been found in the outskirts of the houses 
in tbs mass of broken timbers. 
HORROR PILED UPON HORROR. 
Reports from outside points are also 
appalling. 
Up to Í) o’clock to-night, 180 
bodies have been embalmed at Niniveb, 
and theie is a report that more have 
been discovered half buried m the mud 
on the island between New Florence and 
the place named. 
At the Fourth Ward school house, over 
100 victims have been laid out for identi­ 
fication. 
In many cases they have been 
recognized, while in many more the tabB 
bear the simple word, “ Un. 
v n .” 


HARDENED TO TH E í 
TS. 
The shocking sights hav 
jecome so 
common, that they have lc 
their ter­ 
rors, and the finding ol a bi dy here and 
there attracts little or no attention 
from the 
great 
crowds 
that 
con­ 
stantly line the 
river 
banks 
and 
crowd 
all 
other 
accessible places. 
TH E 1IOMELE88 SURVIVORS. 
As this is being written, hundreds and 
hundreds of homeless men, women and 
children are sleeping on the hillsides 
under tents that were sent on from 
Pittsburg and other placeB about the 
country. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad has suc­ 
ceeded in getting a track through to the 
city, and provisions enough to meet all 
Immediate wants have arrived. Those 


SCRAMBLING FOR BREAD. 
The scenes at Hupper time show that 
hunger is beginning to drive the sufferers 
to desperation. 
They surrounded the 
freight cars that had been fitted up to 
feed the hungry, and shouted for bread. 
At first those in charge tossed the pro­ 
visions into the crowd, and an awfal 
scramble 
followed. 
Children 
were 
tram pled under foot and women were 
unable to get food, though they needed 
it the worst. 
Finally the Allegheny and 
Pittsburg police etoppsd the throwing of 
food and forced the crowd to pasB in 
8ingle file bel'jre the car doors. Then 
there was no more trouble, though little 
children were crying for bread. 


THE BAREFOOTED CHILDREN. 
“ W here’s that child w ithout stock­ 
ings?” called out a committeeman from 
a car filled with clothing. 
There were a 
dozen shivering little girls in sight, and 
many were poorly 
clothed to protect 
them from the weather. 
It is very cold here to-night. MaDy 
poor women and children are Buffering. 
It is estimated that Councilman Wil­ 
liams and undertaker McNulty washed 
and prepared 250 bodies today. 
The 
rem ains at Mgrrellville are Btill in a 
vacant lot for the night. 


PICKING U P PLUNDER. 
The number of persons that searched 
the debris for plunder to-day is surpris­ 
ing. 
Poorly clad laboring men may be 
seen carrying away fine 
ornamental 
clocks and rich bric-a-brac. 
Pianos by 
dozens are scattered along the river, but 
they are ruined. 


MOST PATHETIC SCENES. 
One of the pathetic scenes of the day 
was a man and wife, who drew from a 
mass of rubbish part of a cradle. They 
looked at it a moment in silence, and fell 
to weeping in each other’s arms, for the 
loved little one that was gone. 
William V arner is a broken-hearted 
man. 
Of a family of ten, just live are 
missing.

HUNGARIAN AND NEGRO THIEVES. 
Hungarians attacked the cars standing 
on the trackB to-night to seize clothing 
and provisions. 
One was turned over to 
the Deputy Sheriff and the rest were 
clubbed. The Hungarians and negroes 
are causing most trouble. 
All day long 
they have been filling up with whisky 
taken from the river 
on 
Saturday, 
and to-night they are in a dangerous 
mood. The negroes in Johnstown were 
selling hams, sacks of flour and dress 
goods for whisky. They actually had 
the cheek to drive a wagon to the rear of 
a wrecked store and load it with goods, 
aDd were hauling them away 
when 
stopped. A Hungarian with two com­ 
panions was caught to-day in Kernville 
rifling a body. 
The indignant crowd 
beat and kicked the men severely, placed 
a rope about the neck of one of them and 
swung him up to a tree, keeping him 
there until nearly strangled. The men 
were then released and chased by the 
crowd who, it is said, stoned them into 
the river, where they were drowned. 
A Deputy 8beriff, named Porter, shot 
a negro who was robbing a store. 


KEPT ON THE JUM P. 
Miss Fulton, daughter cf Manager 
John Fulton, of the Cam bria Iron VVorkB, 
together with six others, had a thrilling 
experience. They were in the First Na­ 
tional Bank building, and were driven la 
the roof. 
At last the building moved, 
and the ladies leaped to another roof 
This was floating down stream, and they 
leaped to another and then to another. 
They traveled almost the entire length 
of Main street on the. tops of roofs, and 
finally landed safely at Vine street. 
LOSS OF THE CAMBRIA IRON WORKS. 
Jam es McMillan, Vice-President of the 
Cambria Iron Works, in conversation 
this afternoon, said : 
“ 1 do not know 
what our loss is. The upper mill is a 
total wreck, damaged beyond all repairs. 
Tbe lower mill is damaged to such an 
extent that all the machinery and build­ 
ings are useless. 
The mills will be 
rebuilt immediately. The Gautier wire 
works,which were completely destroyed, 
were owned and operated by the Cambria 
Iron Company. 
Tbe buildings will be 
immediately rebuilt and put in operation 
as soon as possible. 
The loss el this 
point is complete. The land ou whn 
ihey stood is today as barren and desolate 
as if it stood in the midst of the Sahara 
desert. 
The Cam bria Iron Company 
loses its great supply storeh at this place. 
The Dartmouth Club, at which the 
employes of the w. rks hoarded, was 
carried away in the flood. 
Ii coniained 
many occupants at the time, and none 
were saved 
The estimate of the losses 
of the Cambria Iron Company is given 
from $2.JU0,000 to $2,500,000, and but 
little 
this can be recovered. 
EXCITKMKNI IN PITTSBURG. 


P it t s b u r g , J *ne 2 .— The usually quiet 
streets of Pittsburg, on Sunday, were to­ 
day alive with excited people, eagerly 
seeking for news from the flood which 
destroyed Johnstown. 
In front of the 


'newspaper bulletins the crowds were so 
dense as to almost 
entirely suspend 
travel. 
The 
telegraph 
offices were 
thronged with people, trying in vain to 
receive some word from friends or rela­ 
tives in the stricken city. Early in the 
morning seven carloads of provisions left 
tbe Union Depot for Johnstown on a 
special train. 
Many carloads of provis­ 
ions are arriving from points west, north 
and south, and are being rapidly for­ 
warded to the scene of the disaster. 


COFFINS IN DEMAND. 
The coffin 
manufacturers here are 
worked to their fullest capacity, and 
coffins are being shipped rapidly this 
morning. Ten carloads were sent down 
containing 2,200 coffins which will be 
distributed at various pointB along the 
river, where the dead have beeu col­ 
lected. 
MOVEMENTS FOR RELIEF. 
Reports are coming in from a large 
number of towns throughout the western 
part cf the State, eastern Ohio and West 
Virginia, of citizens’ mass meetings held, 
and donations in aid of the sufferers are 
fast pouring in. 
A dispatch from Steubenville, Ohio, 
states that Mr. Scott Salkeld, with his 
little son, left that place on Monday for 
South Fork and it is feared that they 
perished in the flood. 


“ w e HAVE NOT SO LEARNED C U R I8T.” 
A benefit by a theatrical company, to 
be given in aid of the snfferers, was ad­ 
vertised to be given in one of the thea­ 
ters, this evening, The fact coming to 
the ears of the Law and Order Society, 
however,

were

be permitted. 
This action is severely 
censured by the community. 


ORGANIZING RELIEF. 
Throughout Pittsburg and Allegheny 
City to-day, the principal halls were 
taken up with meetings of various char­ 
acters, among them being many labor 
organizations, and the most, liberal feel­ 
ing was displayed. Contributions poured 
in fast and plenty, and every effort will 
be made to push the relief forward as 
quickly as possible to tbe grief-stricken 
region. 
In all the churches, in both 
cities, collections were taken up to-day, 
and large sums raised. 
COMMUNICATION RE-ESTABLISHED. 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , June 2 .—-For the first 
time in forty-eight hours communication 
was had directly with Altoona this even­ 
ing at the Pennsylvania Railroad office, 
this city. The Superintendent at Altoona 
says that the Atlantic express leaving 
Pittsburg at 3 a . m . Friday, the Chicago 
and 
New York 
limited, east-bound, 
which left Pittsburg at 7:10 Friday 
morniug, and the Seashore express, 
which left Johnstown early Friday morn­ 
ing, arrived at Altoona Saturday after­ 
noon. All the passengers on these three 
trains are reported to be well. 


PASSENGER8 SAFE AND MISSING 
Altoona sends a list of passengers on 
the day express from Chicago, which 
was

L a t e r —U p to 10 o’clock to-night no 
names additional to those previously 
sent have bem received here. 
The rail­ 
road officials state that they have infor­ 
mation which leads them to believe that 
not over seven of the passengers on the

were 
drowned. The first report sent last night 
placed th9 number of dead at fifteen.

The Pennsylvania road is in practically 
the same condition as yesterday. An 
official stated, to-night, that he did not 
believe they wonld be able to run trains 
through 
from Harrisburg to Johns­ 
town in 
less 
than 
ten 
days 
or 
two weeks. Many bridges are gone. 
In many places the roadbed is badly 
washed oat, and in some localities the 
track, where not washed away, is covered 
with water to the depth of five or six 
feet. 
In addition to this, there are in­ 
numerable small landslides and wash­ 
outs along the line. 
To put the road in 
the same condition it was before the 
flood will be the work of a year. 
Merelv 
temporary repairs will, as above stated, 
take ten days or two weeks. 


THE COMMON “ g o d ' s A CRE.” 
G h een sb u rg , Pa., June 2.—The Com­ 
missioners and Poor Directors of Indiana, 
Cambria and Westmoreland connties will 
meet to-morrow at Nineveh to decide 
upon a plan for the burial of the dead. 
It is likely that a plot of ground will be 
selected jast across the river in Cambria 
county aud the same will be purchaeed 
by the three counties. One or two long 
graves will be made, and the unfortunate 
dead, as fast as they can be found, will 
be placed there. Imm ediate action will 
be taken, as some of the dead have turned 
black and are rapidly decomposing. 


THE ROBBERS OF THE CORPSES. 
A wholesale robbery of victims is re­ 
ported and thieves are arriving by tbe 
score. One unfeeling wretch was seen to 
rifl-* the pockets of a dead man and re­ 
move his gold watch and chain and then 
i urn to a woman and take from her 
finger a ring. 
A drunken Hungarian 
with a pick in his hand wae discovered 
in a partly demolished residence in the 
act of breaking open a trunk. 
A police 
officer came up behind him and dealt 
him a blow with his club which rendered 
him unconscious. 
The cash collected by the committee 
bore for the sufferers has reached $2,000, 
and it is probable that this will be 
doubled in a day or two. 
A carload of 
provisions and clothing 
was sent to 
Johnstown, this morning, from here. 


HOW SECTION TWO WA8 LOST. 


A l t o o n a , Pa., June 2.—Passengers on 
the various trains under detention east 
and west, aro here awaiting the opening 
v f the road. The wotk is being pushed 
with great energy, the 
delay being 
largely due to bridges that are washed 
out. Further particulars of the way in 
which the second section survived the 
flood but was afterwards destroyed by fire 
at Conemaugh, have come to hana by 


former dispatches. Nine freight cars 
laden with iron, were washed in front of 
the locomotives and imbedded against it, 
< beside a frame house, which served as a 
shield and divided tho water. The train 
was moved down four * car 
lengths, 
but was then stopped by two 
other 
cars, which were 
at 
right 
angles 
to the track, the other end being forced 
in tho mud. 
Remaining in these Pull­ 
man cars were I). 8. Griffith, of the Nor­ 
wich line, Mrs. George W. Langtry and 
child, W. H . Wood, the cook of the car, 
and John Wall, in 
charge of the 
pirlor car. They climbed 
into the 
uppar 
berths 
and 
there 
awaited 
thefrdcom. 
Wood took his station cn 
the tap of the car with an axe preparen 
to cut a hole through for their rescue 
when the water began to subside. They 
thought of this as a rescue as from 
the 
grave. 
Lator on 
they 
were 
driven 
from 
their 
car 
by 
rough 
men 
and 
robbed 
of 
their stores. 
Tbe villains permitted the stores to 
remain in the cars to be burned. The 
limited that left Chicago Thursday is 
here, and all the passengers are well. 
Phis is also trne of the passengers from 
the east. 


THE FLOOD 
ELSEW HERE. 


W a s h in g t o n , June 2.—A bright, warm 
sun shone forth pleasantly, in the clear 
sky, at midday, but along a good pare of 
tbe principal 
business thoroughfares, 
Pennsylvania aveDue, and in the adjacent 
streets to the southward, there was a 
dieary waste of turbid, muddy water, 
that washed five and b íx feet deep against 
the sides of the houses, filling cellars 
and basements, and causing great incon­ 
venience and considerable loss of prop­ 
erty. 
Boats plied along the avenue near the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad 
station 
and 
through the streets of South Washington 
all day. Carp two feet long were caught 
in the ladies’ waiting-room at tbe Balti­ 
more and Potomac station, and several 
others were caught in the streets by boys. 
These fish came from the Government 
fibh pond. The waters of the Potomac 
have covered the pond and allowed them 
to escape. 
Along the river front the 
usually calm, peaceful Potomac was a 
wide, roaring turbulent stream of dirty 
water, rnshing madly onward and bear­ 
ing on its swift moving surface all kinds 
of debris. 
The stream was nearly twice 
its normal width and flowed six feet and 
more deep through the streets along the 
river front, submerging 
wharves and 
manufacturing establishments and lap­ 
sing 
the 
second 
stories of 
mills 
joat 
houses 
and 
fertilizing 
works 
Georgetown. 
Further 
down 
the 
stream 
it 
completely 
flooded 
the Potomac flats, which the government 
had raised, at great expense, to a height, 
in the most part, of four and five feet, 
and inund .ted the abodes of poor negro 
squatters, who had built their frame 
shanties along tho river’s edge. The 
rising of the waters has eclipsed the 
high water maik of 1877. The loss will 
be enormous. Some place it at $1,000,000, 
but no reliable figure can be given until 
the water subsides and allows property- 
owners to examine their buildiDgs. The 
city has been shut off from communica­ 
tion with the West and South for two 
days, and there will be a scarcity of 
milk and other supplies until the roads 
sra repaired sufficiently to allow railroad 
trains and wagons to enter the city. 
On 
Louisiana avenue 
the

On Saturday night the wa­ 
ter 
soon 
invaded 
the 
Central 
Market and late buyers were compelled 
to utilize boats to secure their Sunday 
dinner. 
At Point of Rocks the Potomac 
overflowed into the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Canal, and tbe two became one. 
It 
broke open the canal in many places, 
ftpd, lifting the barges up, shot them 
down stream at a rapid gait. 
Trunks 
of 
treee, 
immense 
rafters, 
small 
houses aud other debris were torn 
from their placea and awept onward. 
Below the acqueduct bridge as far as 
Rock creek, the river bank is lined with 
business places of all descriptions, includ­ 
ing coal dumps, warehouses, fertiling 
manufacturers, cement 
works, 
boat- 
iiouees and mills. The owners of these 
places worked hard to save their prop­ 
erty, and succeeded to a considerable 
extent, but the waters gained on them so 
rapidly that they were forced to desist 
before they had accomplished all that 
they desired. 
At 3 o’clock the water began falling. 
This will continue, as reports received 
by the Signal Office say that both the 
Shenandoah aud Potomac were falling 
rapidly. 
THE PRESIDENT EAGER TO IIELP. 
President Harrison did not 
attend 
church to-day, but spent tho time in 
communication with the people in the 
flood-stricken districts, with a view to 
granting them such 
succor 
as lay 
m the 
power 
of 
the Government. 
General Schofield, acting Secretary of 
War, came to the White House this 
morning, and he and the President re­ 
paired to the telegraph room, where they 
were pat in communication with as 
many points and as many persons near 
the flooded districts as possible. The 
President oflared to extend to the people 
in distress any succor which the Govern­ 
ment could give. 
He said the Govern­ 
ment would supply as many tents and 
rations and Boldiers to assist in the work 
of reclamation as possible. 
Governor 
Beaver, of Peunsylvania, who waB at 
Annapolis as a member cf the Board of 
Visitors to the Naval Academy, was 
communicated with, and was informed of 
the government’s willingness to grant 
succor and relief. The Governor secured 
a special train and left Annapolis for 
York, Pennsylvania, for the purpose of 
placing theee offers on tho part of the 
government before the people in the 
flooded 
districts. 
The 
President 
and General Schofield remained near the 
instruments receiving and replying to 
telegrams until noon. 
After luncheon 
they spent mere tim e iu telegraphing 
and at 3 o’clock the P ieddent went out 
driving 
to 
view 
ths 
des ruction 
which 
the floods 
of 
the 
Potomac 
had wrought. 
He and Mrs. Harri­ 
son then again went into the telegraph 
office and stayed there some time, the 
President extending hiB sympathies to 
the afflicted people and endeavoring to 
learn of every 
way 
in 
which he 
might be of service to them. The Gov­ 
ernm ent 
has 
about 
2,000 
tents 
which it cau lend to the sufferers. 
The government has also under its con­ 
trol several thousand tents belonging to 
the m ilitia, and these will be loaued if 
needei, 
The offer of soldiers was made 
for the reason that it was thought they 
might be useful in clearing away the de­ 
bris, searching for the drowned and 
guarding property. 


C o b u r g , Ont., June 2.—Hexvy rains 
have fallen in this district lately. Tni» 
morning what appeared to be a large 
bodp of water passed over the town in a 
northeasterly direction, and burst when 
about two miles distant. In a few min­ 
utes the small creeks became rivers, 
and all the bridges and dams between 
where the burst occurred and Lake 
Ontario were carried away and the rail­
